The  Royal  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital. 


The  Hospital  was  founded  in  1829,  in  Ridgefield,  Manchester. 
In  1852,  a  small  Hospital  was  established  in  North  Parade. 
Owing  to  want  of  room,  and  the  desirability  of  having  a  special 
Ward  for  Infectious  Diseases,  the  Hospital  was  removed  to 
Bridge  Street,  in  1858. 

The  Old  Dispensary  was  built  in  1868. 

In  order  to  enable  the  patients  to  have  the  benefit  of  better 
air,  the  land  at  Pendlebury,  on  which  the  present  building 
stands,  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  ^450  per  acre,  and  the  Hospital 
was  opened  in  1873. 

By  means  of  a  Bazaar  held  at  the  Free  Trade  Hall  (which 
raised  ££4,000)  and  other  generous  gifts,  the  Hospital  was  com¬ 
pleted  and  formally  opened  on  30th  January,  1878. 

Appealing  in  1904  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  new 
Dispensary  at  a  cost  of  ^20,000,  the  Residuary  Legatees  of  the 
late  Godfrey  Ermen  provided  the  Board  with  £T2,000  to  complete 
the  amount  required,  and  the  new  “  Godfrey  Ermen  Memoriae 
Dispensary  jj  was  opened  on  7th  March,  1907.  The  Residuary 
Legatees  gave  a  further  ££,000  to  provide  a  new  Massage  Depart¬ 
ment,  which  was  opened  in  1922. 

The  Convalescent  Home  at  Lvtham  St.  Annes  was  presented  to 
the  Hospital  in  1897  by  Sir  William  Agnew,  Bart. 

In  1919,  ,£10,000  was  received  from  the  late  Mr.  JESSE 
Haworth. 

In  1920  a  grant  of  ££0,000  was  made  by  the  Committee  of 
the  National  Relief  Fund. 

In  1923  the  name  of  the  Hospital  was  altered  to  the  Royal 
Manchester  Children’s  Hospital  by  gracious  command  of  His 
Majesty  the  King. 

In  1924  a  New  Nurses’  Home  was  opened  on  8th  December, 
by  the  Earl  of  Derby,  K.G.,  P.C. 

In  1927  ££,000  was  received  from  the  late  Charles  E.  Craston. 

In  1927-8  ££8,000  was  received  from  the  late  Mrs.  Hannah 
Heynssen  and  the  late  Miss  Rosina  Lipman. 

In  1930  £6,556  was  received  from  the  late  Joseph  Hugh  Monk. 

In  1930  The  Westwood  Estate,  approximately  five  acres,  was 
purchased  for  the  sum  of  ££,500.

105th  Annual  Report 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1933. 


The  last  Annual  Report  was  written  in  the  shadow  of  great 
national  depression,  though  even  then  we  were  able,  not  without 
reason,  to  look  on  the  brighter  side.  Since  that  time,  however, 
some  of  the  mists  of  depression  have  rolled  away,  and  it  is  now 
possible  to  see  the  blue  sky  beyond. 

There  is  at  all  times  too  much  to  be  done  here  for  much 
attention  to  be  paid  to  depressing  influences,  but  the  advent  of 
brighter  times  allows  us  all  to  carry  on  the  good  work  with 
increasing  hope,  and  the  Governors  now  feel  that  they  can  turn 
their  attention  to  schemes  for  the  improvement  of  the  Hospital — 
which,  from  sheer  economic  necessity,  have  been  shelved  all  too 
long. 


In  the  last  Annual  Report  we  reminded  our  many  friends 
that  we  have  not,  as  yet,  celebrated  our  Centenary  as  a  Children's 
Hospital.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  in  the  not  far  distant 
future  we  may  be  able  to  celebrate  this  important  event  by  an 
announcement  of  great  interest  to  all  concerned,  and  though  at 
the  time  of  writing  we  are  unable  to  do  more  than  throw  out 
hints,  should  events  turn  out  in  accordance  with  hopes  and 
expectations,  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  Governors  to  invite 
the  Public  to  assist  them  in  the  consolidation  of  a  piece  of  good 
fortune,  which  will  be  a  fitting  memorial  to  100  years  as  a 
Children's  Hospital. 

In  the  meantime,  a  brief  survey  of  work  done  during  the 
year  under  review  may  not  be  out  of  place,  but  we  must  first  of 
all  thank  those  whose  efforts  and  support  have  enabled  this  work 
to  be  carried  out. 

The  year  1933  closes  with  a  heavy  deficit,  and  in  order  to 
reduce  the  Bank  overdraft  it  has  been  decided  to  sell  certain 
securities,  but  when  due  consideration  is  given  to  the  calamitous 
times  which  have  left  hardly  a  single  citizen  untouched,  the 
Board  cannot  but  marvel  at  the  generous  measure  of  support 
given  to  the  Hospital,  and  offer  to  the  whole  army  of  benefactors, 
subscribers  and  helpers,  their  grateful  and  appreciative  thanks. 
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It  has  long  been  the  wish  of  the  Board  to  make  certain 
improvements  in  the  administration  of  our  Out-patients  Depart¬ 
ment  at  Gartside  Street,  and  during  the  past  year  steps  have  been 
taken  to  lessen,  if  not  to  eliminate  entirely,  the  daily  congestion 
there,  which  they  had  begun  to  regard  as  almost  inevitable. 
These  improvements  in  the  system  are  now  in  force  and  have 
already  proved  their  value. 

The  close  consideration  of  the  Board  has  been  given  to  the 
Nurses’  Dietary,  and  important  improvements  have  been  effected 
which,  it  is  hoped,  will  add  greatly  to  the  comfort  and  well-being 
of  our  Nursing  Staff,  on  whose  health  and  strength  so  much 
depends. 

The  garden  at  "  Westwood  ”  has  been  brought  into  an  efficient 
state  of  cultivation  since  the  last  report  was  written,  and  already 
the  Hospital  is  being  regularly  supplied  with  greenstuffs  of  its 
own  growing  ;  the  value  of  a  constant  and  regular  supply  of  fresh 
vegetables,  especially  in  the  winter  months,  can  hardly  be 
exaggerated. 

The  Gardener’s  Cottage  has  been  greatly  improved  by  a  few 
necessary  additions  and  alterations. 

In  connection  with  the  garden,  the  Board  have  to  record 
the  retirement,  on  pension,  of  one  of  their  oldest  and  most-valued 
servants,  William  Corbett,  Gardener,  who  first  entered  the  service 
of  this  Hospital  in  July,  1883.  The  good  wishes  of  the  Board 
go  with  him  in  his  retirement.

With  deep  regret  the  Board  wish  to  refer  to  the  loss  of  a 
great  friend  of  the  Hospital  by  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  Cumming 
Walters,  Founder  of  the  City  News  Fellowship.  They  offer  their 
sincere  sympathy  to  the  Fellowship  and  to  his  family. 

Once  again  it  is  our  grateful  duty  to  express  to  all  members 
of  our  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Fund  our  appreciation  of  their  devoted 
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labour,  as  a  result  of  which  the  sum  of  £2,874  Is.  7d.  has  been 
added  to  the  Hospital  Funds.  If  there  are  localities  not  as  yet 
represented  on  the  Fadies’  Auxiliary  Fund,  but  anxious  to  assist 
in  this  work,  all  information  can  be  obtained  from  the  Offices  of 
the  Fadies’  Council,  28,  Kennedy  Street,  Manchester.
